- Will Call Bar Meeting. 

The report of the executive commit- 
ter. with whatever recommendation is 
attached, will be referred to the as- 
sociation for action at a meeting to be 
called by President J. A. Branch, 
who stated Tuesday night that he 
would issue the call following receipt 
of the report. 

The grievance committee Tuesday 
afternoon reported tat it was forced 
to reject the explanation by Judge 
Howard and had reached the conclu- 
sien that the charges that he had pro- 
posed to influence the appointment 
of Uatham as solicitor gereral on con- 
dition of a division of fees, constituted 
“misconduct on ths part of Judge 
Howard as an Atlanta lawyer before 
elevated to the benen.” 

The report of the grievance com- 
mittee, members stated, was submitted 
as “statements of facts, without rec- 
ommendation,” ‘after a public hearing 
en the charges and after evidence 
had been given by oth parties. The 
hearing was held Friday of last week 
and the findings reported Tuesday 
afternoon to the executive committee, 
in accordance with rules of the bar 
association. . 

Careful Consideration.

Strike 72 Hours Away.

“The next thing on the program is 
to wait and see if there is to be a 
strike,” said Mr, Wadleizh at the end | 
of the conference.

The government would main- 
tain a similar organization with staff 
men to work with the states in dis- 
tributing fuel, in securing the needed 
supplies from the producing fields, 
in obtaining the cooperation of rail- 
roads toward rapid and _ equitable 
transportation.” 


The federal administrator’s organi- 
zation would act as a point of coordi- 
nation between the state authorities, 
the bituminous operators, the selling 
agencies and the transportation in- 
terests.

_mittees would be chosen delegates for 


a permanent committee of the whole 
to act as a central clearing house 
to direct the contact with the fed- 
eral government—a regular organiza- 
tion with an established headquarters.

Washington, August 28.—White 
house officials today said that Presi- 
dent Coolidge believed “good progress” 
was being made in the effort to avert 
suspension of work in the anthracite 
fields and saw no reason to lose con- 
fidence in the outcome, 

The anthracite situation, it was said, 
was being considered by thé president 
in the light of the constitutional divi- 
sion of authority between the United 
States government and the states gov- 
ernment. It was poirted out that the 
supreme court had held the actual min- 
ing of coal to be a state function, and 
that coal becomes of interest to the 
federal government only after the op- 
eration of mining is completed. 

For that reason the federal govern- 
ment, it was added, has been endeay- 
oring to bring pressure largely to pre- 
vent interruption of the anthracite 
supply in its interstate phase. 

To meet the situation fully, it was 
added, the efforts of the state of Penn- 
sylvania, where practically all of the 
ration’s supply of anthracite is mined, 
has been enlisted through Governor 
Pinchot.

“SOUGHT FOR GIRLS 


City council finance committee has 
been called to meet in special session 
at 10 o'clock this morning by Alder- 
man I. N. Ragsdale to consider means 
of raising revenue to place the Girls’ 
High school in a condiiton free from 
fire perils before the new fall term 
begins September 10. 

The meeting is expected to draw 
representatives from all Atlanta wom- 
en’s organizations, parent-teacher as- 
sociations and others interested in af- 
fording protection to the 1,400 young 
girls enrolled in the school. 

The Girls’ High school was recent- 
ly described as a “veritable fire-trap” 
by a committee of experts who con- 
ducted an exhaustive investigation of 
the building. ‘This committee submit- 
ted recommendations for reducing the 
fire hazards at the school, but owing 
to lack of funds the building has not 
— provided with all safety reme- 

ies. 

, A ndQmber of corrections in the 
building, including changes of. doors 
to swing outward instead of inward, 
stronger fire secapes, installation of 
six additional fire extinguishers and 
improvement in plumbing equipment. 
have been recently completed, accord- 
ing to W. W. Gaines, president of the 
board of education. 

Chairman Ragsdale, of the finance 
committee, has instructed City Elec- 
trician R. Turner to inspect 
the electrical wiring conditions 
with a view of protecting all insula- 
tion by conduits, and this report is 
expected to be read at. the meeting 
this morning. 

Among the principal recommenda- 
tions made by the committee of citi- 
zens who instigated the movement are: 
Installation of automatic sprinklers, 
encasement of all doors and windows 
over or near fire escapes with metal 
frames and wired glass, installation 
of at least four towers known as spir- 
al glides and removal of worn stair 
treads.

‘rop was cotton, produced generally

ple of that section to the one 
p that they bought practically 
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ricultural revolution. 

In the first place the farmers of 
eastern Carolina began to see a 
light in the sky when they took up 
tobacco production. It was and is as 
staple as cotton, and far more re- 
munerative when intelligently 
grown, cured and handled on the 
breaks. i 

Georgia is doing this today; and 
tobacco growing promises to revo- 
lutionize farming in a large number 
of counties provided the success of 
this year does not lead to an unsys- 
temaite, unbusinesslike stampéde 
without proper knowledge of the 
actual science of tobacco cultivation 
and curing. 

The growing and marketing of 
vegetables profitably in eastern 
Carolina has evolved from coopera- 
tive marketing, and from ‘‘curb mar- 
kets” in the towns and cities where 
consumers seek the market wagon, 
instead of the reverse. 

This is also developing at a satis- 
factory rate in Georgia, and along 
the same lines. The curb market in 
Atlanta, to illustrate, is one of the 
most advanced movements yet made 
for the benefit of the smaller farm- 
ers of this section. The same sys- 
tem is being put in at several other 
cities in the state. In the meantime 
the various marketing associations 
are developing better grading, pack- 
ing and a more businesslike method 
of distribution for the larger grow- 
ers who ship their products to mar- 
kets in the other sections of the 
country. 

In eastern North Carolina a sys- 
tem of home credits by which hay, 
corn and meat became collateral for 
loans, through the group action of 
local banks, 4s revolutionizing eco- 
nomic conditions, and while this has 
not yet developed in Georgia, the 
country banks of this state, as ne¢v- 
er before, are cooperating wivh 
farmers in the creation of revolving 
funds for credits for supplies such 
as calcium arsenate, better seeds, 
etc., and no doubt the North Caro- 
lina system will reach Georgia in the 
uSual cuorse of events. 

In eastern Carolina cotton has 
been made +a _ surplus money 
crop entirely, the cultivation beiny 
intensively conducted. This system 
is rapidly developing in Georgia, and 
it must to a full degree before the 
production of cotton can be made 
profitable under present weevil and 
labor conditions. 

Looking back over North Caro- 
lina’s progress, and at the Georgia 
economic movements of the hour, it 
does seem that this state, in empha- 
Sizing the advantages of a balanced 
system of agriculture, will soon be 
in a much more Satisfactory condi- 
tion. 


DEATH OF KATO.

In coo] 
weather, for adults, tea and mifee 
in moderation are wholesome and 
healthful and rarely if ever cause 
digestive disturbance or nervousness.

The Eastern Carolina exposition is to be 
held at lison, N. C., for a week next 
spring, beginning on Monday, April 7, ac-° 
cording to the announcement by the Eastern 
Carolina. Chamber of Commerce of Snow 
Hil, N. C., which is making arrangements 
for the show. It will not be kept open 
over Sunday this year because of the extra 
expense, N, G. Bartlett, secretary-manager, 
is already at work on the plans which will 
display the past, the present and the fu- 
ture of the section, abcut 500 persons par- 
ticipating in this program, Subscriptions 
for the exposition are being asked from dif- 
ferent counties interested. George Lay, 
formerly of The Kinston (N. ©.) Morning 
News, has been elected assistant to the 
secretary-manager and he will work par- 
ticularly for the development of ‘‘the 
Eastern Carolinian,’’ which is the official 


publication of the organization. 
That periodical says there has developed 


during recent years a unique method of 
getting producers of vegetables dnd other 
truck and consumers together. The average 
farmer dislikes to go to town and peddle 
his products, but when the institution call- 
ed the ‘‘curb market’’ came about the 
farmers took advantage of it and now they 
carry their stuff to town once or twice a 
week and retai]) it at a central point 
which everyone knows about. There are 
sold chickens, eggs, vegetables of all kinds, 


in life make their purchases right from the 
farm, instead of through hucksters. Mar- 
kets of this kind are regularly held in 
Kinston, Goldsboro, Ayden, Greenville, 
Farmville, Tarboro, Smithfield and other 
places. They have been successful from 


the start. 
The ‘Eastern Carolinian” also contains 


some very interesting news of development 
and progress in the region at and around 
Scotland Neck where a 10,000-bushel sweet 
potato storage warehouse has ben built this 
year and about 6,000 bushels of, potatoes 
stored and cured, One carload of these po- 
tatoes was sent as far as Los Angeles, Cal. 
As to poultry, there were 10,500 babychicks 
placed in the county this year and, eight 
ecmmercial poultry plants were started. 
Nine brcoder houses were built and brood/ 
ers installed and operated. All surplus 
broilers were sold, it is stated, at from 45 
to 55 cents a pound. There have been for- 
ty-five farmers engaged in hog raising, ten 
carloads being shipped from the county in 
March. There were fourteen self-feeders 


constructed and fourteen pure bred boars 


and thirty-seven gilts and sows were placed 
in the county. 
sey and of pure-bred and grade Holstein 
dairy cows was placed with farmers 
thronghout the county and another dairy 
barn and a silo are being erected. Sheep 
raising is also successful and it is stated 
that the wool clipped last year was sold 
through a pool and it averaged about three 
times the price offered by local purchasers. 
It is proposed to pool the wool again this 
year. Two carloads of lambs were sold 
to eastern markets, Careful veterinary 
supervision of all livestock is noted. 


It is further observed that a credit sys- 
tem whereby home-raised corn, hay and 
meat are to be recognized as collateral for 
loans in 1924, instead of a large acreage 
of cotton has been placed in operation by 
the chamber of commerce through the banks 
and the merchants of Scotland Neck. Con- 
cerning this plan the Ecotland Neck Cham- 


ber of Commerce says that each farmer in. 


applying for credit will be required to 
demonstrate to the satisfaction of the person 
to whom he applies that he has a surplus 
of food for man and beast, that he is plan- 
ning his crop system so that a surplus will 
be provided for another year; that he is 
farming this year as if he expected a boll 
weevil infection of at least 30 to 50 per 
cent; that he plants his crop early and fer- 
tilizes heavily when planting; that he works 
intensively and frequently; that he follows 
the advice and practice of the county agri- 
cultural agent and that he shows a willing- 
ness to co-operate in all these things to 
dvoid the great losses which have been 
caused elsewhere by the pest. 


Furthermore, the merchants, bankers and 
other business men of the place also re- 
solved last winter in meeting that the acre- 
age of cotton this year should be decreased 
rather than increased. It was recognized 
that there was a pronounced’ tendency 
through the south to increase acreage and 
should the season be favorable there wonld 
be a very large crop of cotton which would 
greatly reduce the price. Moreover, in or- 
der to increase production of food crops it 
was necessary to reduce cotton agreage. 
The requirements of credit are declared to 
be as much for the benefit of the farmers 
as for the business men and all were urged 
to co-operate. 

The Halifax County Bankers association 
also urged farmers not to increase their 
cotton acreage at the expense of food and 
forage crops, and that everything be done 
to keep down the effects of the weevil.

For the second time in six months’ 
time the Japanese military party has 
been checked in its imperialistic de- 
signs and programs. Japan did not 
withdraw from the Asiatic mainland 
on account of superior military pres- 
sure, but because the people at home 
have learned a lesson during the great 
war, It has learned that militarism 
does not pay and is trying to persuade 
the government t6 its views.

Gwe Ground. 


The mayor of Lyons, France, has 
been sent to Russia again by the 
French government. He only came 
back a few weeks ago. He reported 
conditions stable and firm and far’ 
better than in Germany. Trading has 
been resumed everywhere and trains 


are running on time, said the mayor, 
who is not a socialist. He also told 
the French foreign office that the 
communists planned another economic 
retreat and give further concessions 
to the capitalists. It becomes plainer 
every day that the Russian revolution 
has run its course. It swept beyond 
the aims of its leaders, but the tide 
is ebbing away again from the radical 
high water mark it once reached and 
negotiations are going on to pay 
France its debts in gold. For the 
ruble has been abolished and a new 
currency with gold basis has been es- 
tablished,

Claim Contradicted.

Counsel Is Appointed 
At the opening of the session, and before 


any testimony was taken, the committee in 
a formal statement, outlined the specific 
charges uuder investigation, stating that all 
testimony would be taken under oath, that 
the witnesses would. be subject to examina- 
tion by connsel or others appearing for Judge 
Howard and by counsel appoirted by the 
president of the bar association to aid in 
developing the facts.

After this announcement by the commit- 
tee, certain members of the bar, as friends 
of Judge Howard, read a statement in his 
behalf. The statement contained au analy- 
tis of the charges that were made by Hon- 
orable Edgar than in the public press 
with a view of showing that if true, they 
were inconsequential; it challenged the right 
of the committee to hold the investigation, 
and took the position that Judge Howard's 
appearance in rson to testify was in- 
compatible with the dignity of his judicial 
position. but expressed a willingness to 
state the facts to the committee or anyone 
else who would call at Judge Howard's of- 
fice. At the conclusion of this statement 
Judge Howard's friends exensed themselves 
from. further participation in the investiga- 
tion, Judge Howard bimself not having ap- 
peared at all.

On a recent trip along the Pacific 
coast.

The University of Oalifornia is 
building it on its own grounds, in 
Strawberry Canyon, above the uni- 
versity buildings.

First the builders built a large 
concrete tunnel for Strawberry Creek, 
which now flows through this deep 
beneath the stadium floor. The foot- 
ball field is filled in over the tunnel 
Drains all over the fields connect 
with the tunnel below so that the

Sandy 
soil was imported for the ground, to 
be covered with black earth and turf. 
The hills were cut away to form the 
stadium slopes; rock blasting and 
sfeam-shovels doing the work. : 

‘o provide ventilation there is a 
great gateway at the western end, 
wheret he trade winds blow, and huge 
ventilators are built all around the 
playing field in the concrete walls, 
just above the gronnd level. In some 
stadiums foul air has caused a great 
deal of trouble. 

The stadium will seat 72,000, and 
there is room for thousands more 
around the broad platforms within 
the upper walls. Eighty-five thous- 
and will see the California-Stanford 
game in November.

| New York, August 28.—Trading in’ 


the stock market broadened out con- 
siderably on cables from abroad re 
porting that Belgium had offered to 
reduce the amount of reparations to 


be collected from Germany from 1v 1-2 
millard gold marks to 6 1-2, standing 
40 per cent of its war losses itself, 
if such a sacrifice would help main- 
tain allied unity. Wall street believes 
that this will bring similar offers 
from others, thus making the repara- 
tions situation very much brighter. 

Foreign exchange experts were 
busy today answering telephone and 
telegraph inquiries as to the meaning 
in our money of 6 1-2 millard marks. 
A millard is equal to our billion, mak- 
ing 10 1-2 millaid gold marks equal 
in our dollars to $2,625,000,000 and 
6 1-2 millard to $1,625,000,000. If 
all countries consent to the same cut 
it would reduce the total reparations 
to what Germany has said she could 
pay. 

Houses with London connections 
reported foreign buying of stocks. 
Evidently London expects favorable 
developments from the Belgian offer 
and from the coming conference be- 
tween the premiers of England and 
France, 

Baits again called loans here to- 
day to meet the heavy September re- 
quirements.
